The Story of the -hooting ami 
what led up to it as we gather it 
is about as follows : 

A vamMt for the arrest of a 
man named Will Green, charged 
with killing a man named Sln-1- 
ton, some months ago, had been 
placed in the hands of Slierid 
Williams, Green having been 
previously indicted by the Gran 1 
Jury of Knox county. 

Williams had Information that 
Green was at Ely? mines, in 
southeastern part of the 
county, took John A. Bowman, 
as a special deputy, with hint 
Sunday evening and went to the 
mines where they found and ar- 
rested Green, and took him to 
the station to await the midnight 
train for this city. 

While waiting there Charles 
Harris, a pal of Green, came up 
somewhat intoxicated with a pis- 
tol in his hand and approached 
Sheritf Williams, who asked hi 01 
what he was doing with that 
gun " Harris began to cuise 
him and immediately drew the 
pistol on Williams, who instant- 
ly grabbed hold of it and tried to 
twist it from his hand, Harris 
held on until Williams drew his 
own pist 1 with the other hand 
threatened to i hoot if he did not 
let go. Harris released his hold 
and Sh riff Williams put the 
Harris pistol in his pocket. 

Just at this time Steve Owens 
came up with a shot gun in his 
hand, and Harris said to him that 
Willams had taken his pistol 
from him and instantly Owens 
cocked his gun and leveled it 
upon Sheriir Williams, who, 
quick as thought, grabbed the 
muzrle of the gun with one hand 
and as he did so Harris grabbed 
him, breaking his hold on the 
gun, Owens then struck him over 
the head with the gun and he be- 
lieving they were attempting to 
kill him, began shooting, three 
shots taking effect in Owens' 
body. 

Bowman, who accompanied 
him came to his rescue and drew 
his pistol and would have killed 
Harris but for the fact that his 
pistol failed to fire. 

Sheriff Williams returned to 
this city with his prisoner and 
placed him in jail Sunday night 
and then surrendered to the 
county Judge who released him 
upon his own recognizance.

SKETCH OF KENTUCKY METHODISM 



THE 6rst Methodist preacher to enter the State of Ken- 
tucky was Rev. Francis Clark, a local preacher from 
Virginia, who settled near where the present city of 
Danville is now located. This was in the year 1783, 
one hundred and twenty-five years ago. He was a spiritual 
man and succeeded in organizing several societies among 
the settlers. 

At this time Kentucky was only a county ot" Virginia and 
nine years before she was admitted to statehood in 17'.)2. 

The first official appointments for ministers in Kentucky 
were made in 178C, when James Haw and Benjamin Ogden, 
both youug uicn, were assinged to the two Kentucky cir- 
cuits, Lexington and Danville. 

Methodism continued to grow with the advancement of 
civilization in the new States and as early as 1 SOS the Wes- 
tern Conterence was held at Lilierty Hill,' Tennessee, and the 
appointments made at that conference covered Ohio, Indiana, 
Kentucky, Tennessee and Mississippi. 

In 18H'» the Western Conference was divided into three 
conferences— the Ohio to include Ohio and Kentucky districts; 
the Missouri, and the Tennessee conferences. 

In 181*0 the Kentucky conference was created to include 
the Kentucky, Salt River, Green River and Cumberland Dis- 
tricts, and that part of Virginia included in Greenbrier and 
Monroe Districts heretofore lielonging to the Baltimore Con- 



In May 1844. the separation of the Church was brought 
about in General Conference, ami the Kentucky Conference 
held at Howling Green in September of that year, was the 
last report in regular order recorded in the General Minutes 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, until a new Kentucky 
Conference was organized. 

In the Spring of 18G.">, the first Methodist class was or- 
ganized in Barbourville. and Rev. Wat Ridgel was the first 
pastor. During the following vear a frame church was erect- 
ed on the site now occupied bv'tlic First Met'-odist Episcopal 
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make room tor the new brick church which adorns our town. 

We have not been able to obtain an accurate list of the 
pastors in their order since the church was established here 
but \\i Ljive the following list of pastors who have served the 
Methodist Church here since it was first established in IMS. 

After Rev. Ridgel, Rev. John Godliey served as pastor, 
then Rev. lames Gragg, Rev. |. P. Grinstead, Rev. A. S. Rog- 
ers. Rev W. |. Brockwav. Rev. S. F. Kellev, Rev. B. F. White- 
man, Rev. |. A. Helpennv, Rev. L 1'. I Links, Rev. S. F. Kel- 
lev, a second time. Rev. ft, G. Bradford, Rev. & B. Hill. Rev. 
W G. Bradford, again. Rev G N. lolly. Rev. T. B. Stratton 
and Rev. |. D Hitdicock, the present pastor. 

Rev. Ephrinm Cole w is the first Presiding Elder when this 
was first known as the Barbourville District. The next Elder 
to succeed Rev. Cole was Kev. |. I'. Grinstead, he was suc- 
ceeded bv Rev. E. E. Shepard. an.l he bv Rev. S K. Ramev, 
he by Rev. W. H. Childers, and he by Rev. S F. Kelley. 

The District was then changed to the Lexington District, 
and Rev. G. K. Jolly, was named as the Presiding Elder. Two 
vears later it was changed to the Middlesboro District and 
Rev. S. K. Ramey, was re-appointed as the Presiding Elder. 
He was succeeded by Rev. Joseph S. Miller. 

The District was then changed back to the Lexington 
District, and Rev. E B. Hill was appointed ns the Presiding 
Elder. He was succeeded by Rev. J. K. Howes in 1905, who 
uow holds the position. 

The first Conference of the Methodist Church to be held 
with the church at Barhourville was in the year 1883, lielore 
the railroad was built through our city, and Bishop R. S. 
Foster presided over the conference. 

In 1890 the session of the Kentuckv Conference wns 
again held in Barbourville, conducted by Bishop W. F. Mal- 
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Bishop. 

a fondness grew up Itetween themselves and the citizens of our 
town who extended a standing invitation to "come ;igain." 
Tnking us at our word they have decided to come again, so 
in this good year of 1908, we again have the pleasure of en- 
tertaining the Kentucky Conterence as the guest ot Barhour- 
ville for the fourth time in twenty-five years. 

The new brick church which now affords the B.irbour- 
ville class such a comfortable and commodious place for wor- 
ship erected la 1908, and cost $8,001. This building beca. m 
a necessity, as Methodism had grown with the town until 
the old church would no longer accommodate the congrega- 
tion that assembled every Sunday for worship, as it will he 
remembered I) vail who are familiar with Barbourville, that 
in 1904 the class here was sufficiently strong to be made a 
station and Rev T. B. Stratton came as the new pastor and 
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The growth of Methodism ii 
markahle. The class organized it 
earnestly and prayerfully although 
S. F. Kelley tells us, there were onli 
first came to the circuit in 18H0. but 
imately 200 members, made up fror 
zenship of our city and county. 

Union College was established in Barbourville through 
the influence of Methodism, and while it has suffered henvv 
loss by fire it is easilv the leading institution of learning 
today in Southeastern Kentucky, and owns property 
city worth at least $100,000, and is enjoying great 
cess now than at any period of its hiftory. It is a 
school for both, voung ladies and voung gentlemen, t 
pride of every citizen of Barbourville, but, which woul 
hare existed had it not been for the seeds of Methodist 
here in the early days of our little town. 
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Methodism is growi _ 
Kentucky, but throughout our land until today it leans an 
other protectant churches in numbers ami has missionaries 
in allots of the earth sowing the good seeds which will 
•eventually take the world tor the Master.

Mrs. Taft wua a direct descendant 
from William Torroy, who went from 
Somerset, England, to Weymouth, 
Moas.. iu 1640. He was long a mem- 
ber of tho House ot Deputies, and 
was invariably chosen as clerk or 
that body. He was a magistrate and 
a captain in the militia. Mrs. Taffs 
grundfuilier. William Torrey, was the 
fifth William iu the lino or descent. 
He was a veritable son ol Auak, tra- 
dition having it that he was six feet 
a*VN I n c h on toll, and proportioned 
accordingly. Samuel Davenport Tor- 
rey was Mrs. TuftB father. Her 
mother wa.i Su.an llolinan Waters, 
daughter of A.-a Waters, who founded 
the village of Armory She was a 
granddaughter of Colonel Jonathan 
Hoi man. who raised a regiment dur- 
ing Dm R« volition, and fought gal- 
lautly al tho Uattle of Saratoga. 
Mrs. Taffs father accumulated a ior- 
tune In the West Indian trade, and 
retired In 1831. lo Mlllbury, Mass. 

Mrs Taft delighted In tracing In 
William, and her other children, the 
striking characteristics which bad 
marked their ancestors. Of her 
mcKher. Mrs. Tatt wrote. 

"Mrs. Torrey was a woman or rare 
endowment and character, well edu- 
cated for the period, and her highest 
la Ureal was always In the world of 
thought. She had an Irresistible de- 
Bire to know the best that had been I 
written In literature and philosophy, 
and she had the courage to follow the 
views of truth, which her active and 
progressive mind attained, to 'heir 
conclusions. " 

This was Mrs. Taffs estimation ot 
Mr. Tart's maternal grandfather: 

"Mr. Torrey will be long remem- 
bered a? a man of marked individual- 
ity, of thorough business methods, 
of Inflexible Integrity, with a decision 
and type of character which len a 
lasting impression wherever he was 
known. It happened thai he was 
called npon to assist at the burial of 
Juniors.

It Is tha 
isiom in nearly every other c'vlllzed 
Government to Issue bonds for aH 
public works, but so large have beea 
tho receipts of tho Treasury of tho 
United 6tates that It has been tha 
custom to pay for theso permanent 
"ivestinents of capital out of current 
*celpts. It Is a bad system of book- 
keeping, and Secretary Cortelyou has 
announced that he proposes to correct 
it. It might have been pardonable 
for "the man in the street" to be mia- 
ul bv the present form of Treasury 
statement. It Is not pardonable on 
the part ol a man who pretends to ho 
a student of public questions. Mr. 
Bryan must either confess himself a 
stupid novice In regard to publlo 
finance or as deliberately seeking to 
mislead the people as to the facts.
